Arranging Special Course of Training for Plumbers’ Appren- 
tices in Cincinnati Public Schools. 

\ committee of three from the Cincinnati Master Plumbers’ 
\ssociation, consisting of E. H. Morgan, A. Jerome Murphy 
and W. C. Tillett, has agreed upon the basic proposals tor 
the establishment of a special course for plumbing appren- 
tices in the public schools with a conference committee from 
the Journeymen’s Union and J. F. Arundel, director of the 
department of vocational education of the Cincinnati Board 
of Education. 

From present indications the school will be in operation 
in another month at the school located at Spring and Liberty 
Streets. The master plumber committee and Director Arun- 
del are ready to start the school as soon as a special com- 
mittee from the journeymen acts on the proposals, and 
favorable action from them is expected in the near future. 

Broadly, the plan agreed upon is a school where the ap- 


prentice will attend four hours a week on the boss's time 


The instruction will be ot a theoretical character entirely. 


(he practical instruction will be given tn the shops ot the 
master plumbers, and as tar as possible the instruction wil 
be so arranged that bovs, who lack the necessary elementar 
education to enable them to progress as they should in th: 
trade, will have the opportunity to acquire it at this schoo! 
fhe master plumbers and journeymen are co-operating te 
the fullest extent with each other and with the schoo 
authorities to insure success of the school 

lL here aTe a numbe r ot de tails still to be worked out, suc! 
as the different studies. The Committee of Master Plumber 
has received an outline of the instruction offered in the Clev 
land schools, and this together with their own ideas will be 
worked out with the school authorities. 

The formal proposals of the board ot education which hav: 
been accepted by both the master plumbers and journeymen 
except for a few minor changes which may be made betor: 
the school actually starts, tollow: 

‘Aim ot Emplover and Employee: 
1—To recruit a better class ot bovs by offering specia! 
inducements ot education 

“2 —To give opportunity tor such instruction to appren 
tices as will supplement their trade experience and enable 
them to become broadminded, highly efficient craftsmen. 

“Aim of Public Schools: 

‘1—To co-operate with the plumbing trade in all prob 
lems calling for some torm of training. 

‘2—To carry out the provisions of the Smith-Hughes act 
whereby education supplementary to the daily occupation 
mav be offered to workers in industry. 

“Method:—The public schools to provide a part time course 
for apprentices. 

‘S ~Class shall meet a minimum of 144 hours a_ year 
(master plumbers want 208 hours a year). 

“B.—Attendance shall be certified to the employer and 
shall be considered part of a working day. 

" \ minimum of 15 and a maximum of 20 1n a class 
in order to allow individual instruction. 

wd 2 Class to be open only to actual apprentices in the 
trade of licensed master plumbers but must be open to all 
apprentices regardless of affiliation since the cost of operation 
is met by the board of education from public funds.

Remarkable stagnation continues in the pig iron market 
There is an occasional sale, but the tonnages are so small as 
to mean nothing, unless, indeed, the smallness of the indi 
vidual tonnage means something. It is expected that pig 
iron prices will decline when the coal strike is settled which 
accounts for the stagnation at this time. The average foundry 
is perhaps doing even less than a couple of months ago. Th: 
foundry trade is not nearly as active as the steel trade. 


Connellsville furnace coke underwent a sharp advance last 


week, with $7 as the minimum, on account of the purchase 
of various lots for the purpose of putting a furnace at Mones 
sen into operation. Sales of foundry coke have been made at 
$7, or 25 cents over the average price that ruled for a couple 
of weeks. A real supporting demand for the market, in ton 
nages such as usually pass through the market, would not 
appear except at prices much below $7.

Lead. 

With lead prices at 5.50 cents, East St. Louis, they are 
ibove the twenty-year average price of 5.115 cents Phi 
highest yearly average price was in 1917 at 8.02 cents, and 
the lowest year was 1914, when the average price was 3./4 
cents. For strictly prompt shipment consumers are paying a 
trifle higher than 5.50 cents, East St. Louis, because of the 
difficulty of getting labor to handle the rush shipment orders 

Zinc. 

The present price of zinc, 5.35 cents, East St. Louis, is con 
siderably below the average price of prime Western for the 
past twenty years, which was 6.78 cents. The highest averag 
price during this period was in 1915, when the price was 14.16 
cents; the lowest price was in 1902, at 4.64 cents. Prices now 
range from 5.30 cents to 5.40 cents, East St. Louis, spot to 
\ugust. 

In the Chicago Supply Market. 

Chicago, June 7.—The demand for plumbing and heating 
supphes still continues strong, and recent advances by manu 
lacturers are being reflected to some extent in the iobbers’ 
prices, one large jobbing firm advancing range boilers 10 
per cent and soil pipe 5 per cent. There has also been an 
increase of 5 per cent in the price of the latter by some manu 
tacturers, with several of them practically out of the market 
With most of the other lines it would seem that an attempt 
is being made to encourage continued strong buying by 
maintaining prices at their present level. However, it would 
not occasion any grgeat surprise to hear of advances in 
wrought iron pipe and radiation in the near future, although 
manufacturers of these products also may decide to hold 
prices down to avoid giving any check to the present exten 


sive building program. Manufacturers in practically all 


lines 
and jobbers report business as exceptionally good with every 
indication of continued prosperity. 

In the New York Supply Market. 

New York, N. Y., June 5.—The New York plumbing and 
heating supply market continues optimistic with demand 
steadily, if slowly, improving and prices strengthening all 
along the line. There is a shortage of stocks in several lines, 
especially soil pipe and bathroom equipment, manufacturers, 
like the other interests concerned, having been operating on 
a hand-to-mouth basis and caught unawares by the rising 
tide of demand. Leading jobbers express satisfaction with 
the new policy of restricting credits, which some of them have 
been practicing individually for some time past. This has 
been rendered necessary by the action of certain speculative 
builders in ordering supplies and then defaulting on payment 


[Individual lines of supply are all reported as being more, 


or less in the same position as last week. Soil pipe continues 
in very active demand at the last high level, and there is 
quite a difficulty in obtaining supplies. In some cases manu 
tacturers are so tied up with business that they are refusing 
turther orders, and others are accepting new business only 
on the understanding that no date is promised for delivery. 
Steel pipe is equally active, with prices strong and liable 
to jump again at any time, although it is not expected that 
the advance will be on a very extensive scale. The demand 
for steel pipe as for other lines reflects the activity in 
suburban building construction and seems to increase all th 


time.

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Plumbing and Heating Contractors Interested in Amendments 
to the New York Workmen’s Compensation Acts 

Plumbing and heating organizations in Greater New York 
are expressing much interest in the far-reaching amendments 
made by the State Legislature in the Workmen’s Compensa 
tion Act, effective July 1, 1922 

Under the new clauses, any contractor, the subject of 
whose employment comes within the Act and who sub 
contracts all or any part of his contract, will be hable for 
compensation to any employe injured where such injuries 
arose out of and in the course of such employment, unless 
the sub-contractor has secured compensation as provided by 
law 

In other words the contractor must in self-defense assurt 
himselt that the sub-contractor 1s covered, because, if this 
is not done, the contractor himself is hable for all com 
pensation payable to injured employes engaged in any part 
ot the work.

(ommiussioner, 1m a synopsis Brooklyn 
Real Estate Board, the new amendments apply only to work 
done “for pecumiary gain,” and do not therefore appear to 
include work done on an owner's home, concerning which 
there has been considerable discussion. 

“If a oman hires an individual or individuals to do some 
job on his own home,” says Miss Whitney, “assuming that 
no part of such home ts rented, he is not lable for com 
pensation for an injury, because the work 1s not carried on 
for pecuniary gain to the owner. 

“On the other hand, 1f an owner makes a contract tor 
any such work, the contractor is liable to his employes and 
under the new statute the same contractor is lable to any 
employe of the sub-contractor unless the sub-contractor 
primarily lable has secured compensation. 

“Another important change in the act 1s the coverage pro 
vision, namely, the employments now covered by compensa 
tion and for which the statute imposes compulsory insurance 
Heretofore, these employments were known as groups, and 
each year the Legislature added one or more new groups, 
and there was no attempt at classification of the kinds of 
work covered 

“The amended law divides the employments into groups 
uccording to the nature of the occupation, and it is believed 
that there are probably some employments now covered 
which may not have been covered betore. 

“One of the broadest groups heretofore added to the law 
was by the amendment of 1918 by which employments in 
which there were four or more workmen or operatives em 
ployed became coverable by the law. This section is con 
tinued in the new law. There is no phase of the real estate 
or building business that is, therefore, necessarily added to 
the law. Office workers of any kind where there are fou! 
or more persons employed are not necessarily in this group 
unless there are four or more persons who may be called 
workmen or operatives. This section came up tor interpre-

The “Own Your Home” Exposition in Yonkers. 

A successtul “Own Your Home” Exposition was staged 
last week at the State Armory in Yonkers. William 
Colquhoun, master plumber, was chairman ot the Sanitary 
Division, and was assisted by William Malcolm, A. Gibbs, 
Fred. Bell, Charles Morganweck, and P. Haldane. Charles 
EK. Williams, of Williams & Cullinan, was chairman of the 
Heating and Ventilating Division, assisted by W. J. Cullinan, 
Leon Croley, J. J. Barden, and S. B. Paulus, of A. B. 
Barr & Co. 

The hall of the Armory was arranged much the same as 
in other expositions of the kind organized by Robert H. 
Sexton, with stalls all around and intersecting lanes of stalls 
across trom side to side. The exhibits included plumbing 
and heating equipment, lumber, furniture, building materials, 
and so on. 

So tar as the local plumbing fraternity was concerned, 
only one firm was represented—that of William Malcolm 
but it must be conceded that he did his share with admirable 
thoroughness. The space allotted to him was but 11 ft. by 
10 ft., but in this he managed to display about everything 
a plumber handles, except of course such bulky items as 
pipe. He showed in the first place a complete five-ft. stand 
ard bath-room, including bath and shower, lavatory, toilet, 
mirror cabinet and all minor accessories; and there was also 
a scale and a pas heater. 

Other equipment displayed by Mr. Malcolm included a sink 
and laundry tray complete, gas water heaters, a combination 
ice box and sanitary table, a waste receptacle, a steam boiler, 
radiators, and air valves. In a vacant stall near-by, Mr. 
Malcolm had on display a twin fire coal and gas cooking 
range. 

[It was also learned that all the gas, water and waste con- 
nections at the Exposition had been put in by Mr. Malcolm 
During his absence on business during the day the stall was 
in charge of Mrs. Marie L. Harms, sanitary specialist of 
the Malcolm organization. 

Mr. Malcolm hails from Scotland, coming to New York 
about fifteen years ago. He has had his own business for 
about twelve years, and a couple of months ago he put into 
effect a new policy, which may be of interest to other master 
plumbers 

“Tl took the old place and cleaned it up right through,” he 
said to a “Domestic Engineering” representative. “Then I 
slung all the rougher junk into the rear, divided from the 
rest of the store by a door. Down the center of the front 
store I laid a nice strip of carpet and arranged the display 
stuff, enameled ware and so on, down either side; and today
